Yet almost every other province has been recounting 
such incidents as part of the dreary routine of one of 
the bitterest, longest and snowiest winters ever exper¬ 
ienced. It might be in order to count our blessings. 

It is true that a discouraging amount of grain has 
gone untbreshe'd^ creating a vexatious problem for the 
spring. But even in this liability we are more fortun¬ 
ate than the central paris of our own province. Shortage 
of feed has created no great problem as it has in the 
north. Livestock. has been well and abundantly, fed. 
There are no reports here of stock having to be sold off 
because the unthreshed grain and feed lay all winter 
under heavy blankets of snow. It is only within the Inst 
week that in some parts of Alberta the stooks are be¬ 
ginning to show their tops out of the winter blanket. 

So, ajl in all, we would not make a very imposing 
showing in presenting our complaints of a long, harl 
winter. It may have been worse than we have been 
accustomed to, but so much better than almost every 
place else in Canada, that it appears in retrospect at 
least as not too bad.

TM’OST of us in thinking back ovei the past season 
would say that we’ve pulled through a long, hard 
winter. But scarcely a part of Canada but would thick 
we were greatly to be envied. From coast to coast stor¬ 
ies have been appearing weekly describing the rigors n/ 
bitter temperature and heavy snows., railway service 
disrupted, road traffic at a standstill, telephone, tele¬ 
graph lines and electric power service tied up. Illustra¬ 
tions carred in the newspapers bear out the truth ot 
these experiences of terrible and continuing storms. 
Comparatively we have got off lightly. 

Even the radio-heralded blizzards from the north had 
spqnt their fury before they reached us, so that the 
roads of southern Alberta-have been open almost with¬ 
out interruption all season long. We have had stretches 
of sub-zero and a few spells that were tough enough, 
but nothing to tie up railway traffic for days. We 
swept a little snow from the walks, instead of shovelling 
tunnels and walking through head-high trenches from 
door to street.. Our communication service by telephone 
and wire continued without interruption. We accepted

MR. CHURCHILL-S VIEW 


individuals responsible for the war must be brought to 
justice, and that it should be made impossible for the 
Axis powers ever again to wage war. He suggested that 
a Council of Europe and a Council of Asia, based on the 
first ideals of the League of Nations, but strengthened 
by International armed forces. 

In re.spect to domestic affairs of Britain he gave it as 
his opinion that the first thing after the war should be 
election of a new Houseof Commons. He recommended 
a four-year plan to carry the country over the transi¬ 
tion period. The most important feature of this would 
be a more adequate plan of unemployment insurance. 
He believed.that the agiicultural development of Rri- 
tain made necessary during the war would be of great 
advantage in post war years as making the country 
more selfsustaining. He figured housing as one of the 
important projects, requiring a great use of manpower. 

Throughout the speech, Mr. Churchill injected warn¬ 
ings against over-optimism, and rash unconsidered ac¬ 
tion in respect to postwar plans. 


pRIME MINISTER CHURCHILL holds to a realistic 
attitude in respect to the war, that give his words 
weight whenever he speaks. His recent address chili'.,, 
any unrestrained optimism in respect to quick conclusion 
of the war, arvfl he urged that the main business of the 
moment was to overcome the allied enemies. This, he 
foresaw, was a long way from accomplishment. 

It was gathered that he shares the belief of other 
students of strategy that Germany and Italy will be 
first eliminated—perhaps a year or two hence. Then 
remains the destruction of Jap power in the Pacific, 
and'the restoration of lost territory to China and the 
Dutcjt territories. It is interesting to note in this con¬ 
nection that some military experts foresee that Russia 
may be out of the war long before- Britain and Uni'el 
States, because Russia has not yet made any commit¬ 
ment in respect to active engagement against Japan.

Guard Your Gasoline Ration Book 


N OW that you have your 1943-1944 gasoline ration book, it is up to you to 
keep it at all times in a safe place. If it is lost, burned, or stolen, you will be 
deprived of coupons which will not be replaced. In this regard, the policy of the 
Oil Controller is as follows: * 

• If, through negligence, you lose your gasoline ration book before October 1, 
1943, you.may be allowed no more, and perhaps less, than half the coupons to 
which you would be entitled if you were making an original application. 

• If, through negligence, you.lose your ration book on or after October 1, 1943, 
you may be allowed no more, and perhaps less, than 25 per cent of the coupons to 
which you would be entitle^^f you were making an original application. 

The new gasoline rationing system, effective on April 1, will 1. .

Almost everybody would proceed to 
economize with respect to that com¬ 
modity ‘and the few who thought of 
hoarding would be afraid they would 
be found out. What a lot of trouble 
and expense in the way of coupons 
could be avoided if that small min¬ 
ority were afraid to be selfish and 
self-indulgent.
